Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 and 3 in the reply filed 
on 08/02/2005 is acknowledged. 



2. Claims 2 and 4-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by lijima 
et al. (USPN 4.226. 915) or Rosenski et al. (USPN 5,319.020). 

Each of lijima et al. (col. 3, lines 25-65 and Table 1) and Rosenski et al. (col. 3, 
lines 31-67), individually, teach pressure-sensitive adhesive compositions comprising 
aqueous dispersions of acrylic polymers or rubbers with polyalkylene glycols having 
average molecular weights higher that 5000, in amounts above 1 part by weight per 100 
parts by weight of the pressure-sensitive adhesive composition solids. 
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Thus, the requirements for rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) are met.
